RUSHING TO THE SOUND 


The Big Log Boom at Holyoke 


Breaks this Morning with 


Great Loss. 


I Special Dispatch to tbe Transcript ] 


Springfield, June 11—The last hope of 


the lumbermen tailed this morning at 
Holyoke and a large part of the drive of 
logs in the Connecticut river containing 
30,000,000 feet is on ita way to the Sound. 
The boom at Hoiyoke, which was relied 
npon to stop them, having broken this 
morning1. 


The-tug mass oi logs first broke the 


boom at Bellows Falls Wednesday night, 
was augmented at Turners' Palls by more 
logs, broke the boom there, passed the 
incomplete boom at Mount lom below 
Northampton, and reached tlolyoko lost 
night There they were b«ki uutil this 
morning, and about 4,000 000 ieet finally 
saved 


Borne damage mas done by the high 


water and swift current to the material 
and machinery need in building the new 
dam at Holyoke. The rise ot water was 
so sudden as to catch the contractors un- 
prepared, Tbe scene down at the river 
this morning was decidedly wild 


The Connecticut rose 10 inches since 


yesterday noon and two feet since 8 o'clock 
last evening 
It 13 still rising. It was 


shortly after 6 o'clock this morning when 
the big boom at Holyoke broke 


The wind from the northeast drove 


them to the west side of the liver, and 
about8 30 o'clock looking; up stream from 
the old toll bridge for nearly a mile tne 
entire weiitern ha1 £ of the liver had the 
appearance of be tig planked, BO solidly 
together were the logs running 


It waa fortunatu that the wind drove 


the logs to the west side oi the river, 
others isQ the city pnbhc bath house 
would have been carried 
waj. As it it, 


it required the h\ elieal kind of work on 
the part of Alderman Tripo 
and 


a half do^en woikmen to prevent tho 
stray loss wh ch came down tht, eastern 
bunk from cutting away the anchorage of 
the bridge which extends 200 feet from the 
shore to the bath house.

THE WILLIAMSTOWH FORGER 


Has a Father Who Has Been in 


Trouble in Pfflsfieid; 


The father of the accused forger, Corn- 


well, who gob in hta pen work at WI1- 
liamstown, haa been in bot wdter at Pitts 
field,—the family B break seeming to ran 
to trouble of a, Baaplcioua nature. 
"Dr." 


H, c. WlUiard, or more property, W. H. 
Cora well, was before Judge Tucker Thurs- 
day, after spending; the night in jail, and 
was discharged. The charge made was 
under the law of 1895 for advertising hlm- 
aelf aa physician and surgeon when he 
had not beau registered in this state. The 
principal witness was Dr. Samuel Frost, 
who has been in Pittafield about four 
months and is a regular physician. Wil- 
liard had rooms at Mrs. Cyruaon'a on West 
atr«et. who had a aick daughter, and 
Dr. Frost attended her. He called to 
visit her and Mrs. Cyruson spoke of Dr. 
Williard rooming there, and she culled 
him in to consult with Frost. The latter 
and Willlard did not agree as to the diag- 
nosis, and Frost made up his mind that 
the fellow knew little of medicine, and 
especially ot anatomy, as he located gome 
nerves where 
medical students have 


never supposed they existed. Williard 
claimed to have graduated at Jefferson 
college and the New York eclectic col- 
lege, lie gave his card to Dr. Froat, but 
there was no proof that there had been 
any fee charged for advising his land- 
lady's daughter. There was no proof 
that he had given out his cards to any one 
but Dr. Frost, and henca there was no 
evidence of his advertising himaelt. In de- 
fense, although Willard did not go on the 
stand, it was claimed by hia attorney, ex- 
Mayor Crosby, that ne was in Pittstteld 
to assist his son, Lee Cornwell, who is in 
jail charged with forgery, and not to 
practice medicine. Judge Tucker thought 
tne police were right in bringing Cora- 
well, as he admitted that was his name, to 
the court; but be ruled that the evidence 


'as not sufficient to bold him under the 


statute on which he was arrested.

A. X>emand That It Should He Restricted 


by Law to the Instructed Only. 


While the public is protected by ntx-es- 


eary laws and regnlatlons against the de- 
ception and quackery formerly existing in 
many professions and vocations having re- 
lation to its health and general affairs, 
there exists, so far its I know. In no state 
of the "Union any protection, under any 
law or government, against the palpable 
Jncompetency of a certain very numerous 
class of masseurs and masseuses, who, 
tvhilo professing u profound knowledge of 
median cat therapeutics in general, and 
especially massage, are yet wholly desti- 
tute of the requisite education, ability 
and talent. 


In many cnoes where massage, ai an 


auxiliary to medical and surgical practice, 
would produce a luost desirable effect it IH 
left to be applied by ignorant impostors of 
cither SWE, with nu qualification beyond 
their own assertion displayed on sign- 
boards or in deceptive atlvertisements in 
certain newspapers. The danger of this 
practice is easily perceived. 
The limits of 


massage arc well defined. But these bold 
adepts at Ling and Mctzger fear no conse- 
quences. They will "rub" a malignant 
tumor as cheerfully as they will treat a 
purulent process or any infectious disease 
when noli me tangpro should be the watch- 
word. I hnre known them in casesof lat- 
eral curvature of the spine to rub and es- 
ercise the muscles of the concure side and j 
consecrate this method by giving to it tho 
assuring name of "Swedish" massage, [ 
The embellishment; and modification of 
the female figure are the latest achieve- 
ments in modern mechanical therapeutics ! 
of this category. 
The face is that the pre- I 


vailing "massage operator," or so called 
"medical rubber," is well aware that he j 
can do no good. 
But his utter ignorance ' 


of the physiological effects of maspage pre- | 
rents him from knowing that he can in- i 
f!ict great injury. 


It la strange that the United State* j 


should possess tho best physicians and 
surgeons in the world, but the worst mas- 
seurs. The virtue of massage is not over- 
looked. But the difficulty of finding edu- 
cated and skillful men is tho root of the 
evil. Proofs of, this assertion are visible 
every dny. In a recent article in The Med- 
ical Record a well known physician re- 
TniirUs that: " Maa'age, to be of tiny value, 
must be properly and scientifically done. 
There are many paople who pose as maa- 
eeura and masseuses who do not know the 
first thing about the subject, and these 
people must he a\ oided if one would not 
do his patient harm." 


Dr. Ben.jmnin L«»i in his valuable essay 


on "Swedish Movements and Massage," 
confirms this opinion by saying: 


"It is not too much to require that no 


one of either sex shall attempt to perform 
remedial manipulations upon our patients 
who does not possess a knowledge of the 
leading facts in anatomy, such aa 'the po- 
sition and comparative size of the various 
organs and the position and course of the 
larger blood vessels and nerves and of 
such facts in physiology as the functions 
of the organs, the course of tbocirculation, 
assimilation end nutrition, of the modes 
of applying nmssnge and movements in 
such a way as to secure the best results in 
the briefest time and with the least dis- 
comfort to the pat sent, of the effects pro- 
duced locally and generally upon ths sys- 
tem by tho different methods of procedure, 
of tho order in which they should be used 
and of the injurj which may be inflicted 
by employing them improperly or In inap- 
propriate cases. No one is competent to 
acquire such knowledge who has not bad 
a certain amount of education. To these 
endowments of nature and education must 
Ix; added a manual dexterity in the appli- 
cation of the various procedures which can . 
only he acquired by careful training under 
an experienced instructor. Hence it will 


understood that the stable and the laun- 


dry are not, on tho whole, the best schools 
from which to graduate practitioners of this 
att." 


There exists no good reason why the 


practice of massage should not be regulated 
acd restricted. In Sweden and other coun- 
tries where the practitioners of mechano- 
thcrapy enjoy the confidence of the med- 
irnl profession no one is permitted to ad- 
minister massagn who is not qualified by 
the state board of medicine. The same 
method could easily be adopted iere. If a 
reputable masseur or masseuse should ap- 
ply to a state board of medicine foe a cer- 
tificate, let his or her competency and rec- 
ord be vouched for by a certain number of 
physicians. I believe that a legislative act 
of this kind would bo hailod with delight 
by the public, the medical profession and 
by all legitimate masseurs. Until some- 
thing is done in this direction cheap 
schools of massage will continue to furnish 
grooms and servant girls with "diplomas," 
and a valuable auxiliary to medical and 
surgical practice will remain a constant 
Source of danger mul abuse in the hands of 
unlettered and unskil**d assumera.—Axel 
C. Hallbeck in Now York Sun.

MUSHROOM RAISING. 


•ow the Indurtry Originated In France. 


XU Present extent. 


It was noticed when Milan beds were 


fi?s made in France that quantities of 
mushrooms grew on the fresh earth 
mounds. They proved to be so profitable 
that investigations were made to ascer- 
tain whethbr a regnlai crop might, not 
be obtained 
They Lave succeeded very 


well, rod the ipashrocim industry is to- 
day quite a profitable oue, and the con- 
sumption of mushrooms iu France is 
something1 enorm^i 


The beds are n*de ns follows A dry, 


cleau place is aelectrd 
One near tho 


mouth of a cnve is preferred, as the 
musnrooniB are whiter when tho sun 
light does not reach them 
The spot is 


covered with manure and then left un 
disturbed for a few days 
Tho bed is 


then worked over and pressed and beat- 
en down into shape 
This is allowed to 


remain about a week, at the end of 
•which time the process is repeated* and 
the beds watered 
At the end of anoth- 


er week the first turning must be re 
peated and the mass allowed to rest tot 
three days. 


The temperature is (aref ully watched, 


and the first heat of fermentation is al 
lowed to pass off before the spav; n is 
sown 
After this has been planted the 


beds are covered thinly with a prepared 
earth called goptage 
It is kept quite 


moist for 40 davs, at the end of wbiob 
time the mushrooms begin to come tip; 


A continuous crop for three months 


may be expected, if the beds receive the 
proper cara 
The eeeii, or blanc, IB ob- 


tained by the market gardeners 
It is 


made into bricks or cokes, which will 
be good at the end of (wo or three years, 
if kept in a dry, airy place 


How to Preserve Fura. 


There are various ways of preserving 


furs against moths. At one establish- 
ment it was said th tt they had found 
tbo best means to be tons taut attention 
The fura were carefully inspected and 
then put away, not in chests with pre- 
servatives for the straimer, bat in light, 
dry closets, and at frequent intervals 
until they were again required for uso 
they were carefully inspected 
They 


were returned in the fall in as perfect 
condition as when they were received, 
and without any of the odors often no- 
ticeable about furs when first taken out 
of storage, 


How to launder Organdie and Swlw. 
After washing and drying the clothes 


make about a quart of thm raw starch 
by dissolving a tablespoonfnl of dry 
starch m a quart of water 
Dissolve a 


little soap in the mixture by rinsing a 
email bar of white soap m it until it 13 
soapy Test the starch by wetting a lit 
tie of the cloth in it and ironing 16 \shile 
it is still wet 
If the cloth is not stiff 


enough, use more dry starch in mixing 
it. 


Wring out tho article m the raw 


starch, and after thoroughly clapping it 
lay it in a sheet and roll it up firmly 
In an hour iron it out on tho wrong side. 
If the lawn is dark colored, it must bd 
starched with glue. Dissolve a table 
spoonful of common glue in a quart oi 
boiling water, and vchen the lumps -tre 
gone stir it into a two gallon pailful ot 
warm water 
Starch the goods in tho 


mixture, after testing it to obtain ex 
actly the proper consistency for the goodfl 
when done up 
Dry the article starch 


ed in glue starch and sprinkle it and 
roll it 


Iron it carefully on the wrong side It 


is a great mistake even m (he present 
time of the revival of starch, to make 
dresses or petticoats too stiff 
They 


should be stiffened to the consistency oi 
new cloth 
Petticoats may be a trifle 


staffer, but they should not be stifl 
enough to rattle

fiort while it is iu progress is not of 
much use and often docs harm 
It is, 


as a rule, better to manage a spasm in 
a child the same as an epileptic fit in 
on adult 


In epilepsy remove the patient if nee 


essary to some place where there '3 BO 
special dinger of his getting l.urt, 
loosen tho clothing on tte neck and 
chest and then let him alone 
Keep ev- 


ery one oat of the way and give him 
plenty of breathing room, and on no ac 
count try to hold bun still nor stop the 
convulsion 
Yon ranuot do it if you 


try It IB sometimes well to put a largo 
flat cork or a thickly folded cloth be- 
tween the teeth to keop the tongue from 
being bitten 
After the convulsion is 


over the patient will often go to sleep 
Let him sleep until he wakens of his 
own accord 
Hysterical convulsions do 


not require any notice t »ken of them at 
all :ind will pass over sooner if unno 
ticed If one is an doubt whether a con 
vulsion m hysteria or epilepsy, manage 
it as for epilepsy 


Con\ulsions m children ate liable to 


come on at the beginning of brain fever 
(corebro spinal meningitis) and lung fe- 
ver 


How Sawdust C*n B« Utilized. 


Many people would be surprised to 


know that fuel, as well as a very ac 
ceptable kind of plastering material, can 
be made of this apparently useless sub 
stance 
Compressed with »pitoh, it is 


formed into blocks of excellent kindling 
wood For plastering walls and ceilings 
it is mixed half and half with sand and 
clay 
Oxalic acid may also oe made 


from it It is a good litter for stables

SUNDAY BUSINESS. 


Chief Kendall Issues an Order to Re- 


strict Its Volume. 


Chief of Police Kendall, having received 


various complaints About Sunday traffic in 
this city, has taken steps to restrict Its 
volume, bat not to close It down in an 
unjust or arbitrary way, as some suppose. 
The officers were instructed to speak to 
Iruggista, restaurant keepers, newsdeal- 
ers, etc., Thursday evening, informing 
hem that Sunday business meet be kept 
within the proper bounds. 


Many understood by this that druggists 


would be allowed to aell nothing but drugs 
and medicines and that the business of 
newsdealers must be confined to the sale 
of papers, but Chief Kendall says that 


such 
strictness 
is 
intended. 


He 
is 
perfectly 
satisfied 
with 


he way the druggists have conducted 
heir business, and while, strictly speak- 
ing, they have no right to sell cigars and 
oda water, he sees no serious harm in 
.heir doing so during the hours their 
itores are open—from 12 to 2 o'clock, 
And he IB perfectly willing to allow the 
ame latitude to newsdealers if they will 
ceep their stores open only a, proper 
ength of time, but he does not believe 
that they should be allowed to keep open 
all day, as some have been in the habit ot 
doing, and driving trade in all branches 
as well as in Sunday papers. The chief 
thinks the sales of papers ought to be 
closed by noon, or at least not later than 


o'clock, and that the stores should then 
>e closed for the day, and some such regu- 
ation as this will be insisted upon, but 
there is no disposition to be arbitrary 
ir to deny the public an opportunity to 
iave all its legitimate needs supplied on 
Sunday. The same course will be pur- 
sued with reference to bakers, restaurant 
keepers, etc. It is generally acknowl- 
edged that these people molt do a certain 
amount of Sunday business, in fact the 
aw provides for it. Chief Kendall states 
.hat it is not his desire to interfere with 
egitimate Sunday trade, but to confine it 
10 its proper sphere and discourage the 
tendency exhibited in some quarters to 
make the day one of hustling business ac- 
tivity.

Hop- 
ing that Mr. Lawson will be the undis- 
puted and sole manager of the North 
Adams baseball nine, and that we will get 
into some league, and sincerely thanking 
you for the space granted in your Tery

For the Bourd of Health. 


NORTH ADAMS, June 10,1897. 


Eorroa TRANSCRIPT:—It often ocqurs 


that we hear of the patience of Job, the 
grand old man, and whenever it ia privi- 
leged ua to come ia close contact with 
persone poHeued of his crowning virtue, 
it never fails to draw forth a remark to 
that effect. 


We hardly believe, however, that Job 


could have had the gratification of build- 
ing himself* house and home by hie own 
unaided ekill and efforta, become per- 
fectly content and lived in comparative 
peace and quietness with all his neighbors 
and then make a simple appeal, such as 
the filling In of a frog pond or two that 
breeds something beside healthful bacilli, 
preserving meanwnile his potent virtue 
patience. 


Perhaps, too, Job did not have the ex- 


treme pleasure of abiding under the dic- 
tatorship of a rustling board of health as 
we are privileged to enjoy. But be thafc 
as It may, it certainly is the case he did 
not have mail facilities possessed by 
Uncle 3am, and this same Uncle ttf ours 
has been previously buruened with at 
least two missives from this source, bear- 
ing on this same subject, but which have 
been productive of nothing but that 
which brings forth this open rebuke. 


The frog ponds above referred to have 


been in a state of perfect peace and 
quietude for at least two weeks, with oc - 
casional additions as the heaven-sent 
showers blessed us—and the ponds. At 
present one ia adorned with a healthy (not 
healthful) growth of green spawn upon 
its surface. 


The disturbance that may be caused in 


filling in these two pools is our only hesi- 
tation in calling the attention of our non 
or able Board of Health and the public to 
our grievance.
